Editor Sentinel:
Probably you already know that 1
enlisted in the Aviaiton Section of the
Signal Corps in Cleveland on the 2nd
of this month, The same afternoon I
was sent to Columbus Barracks, and
two days later entrained for Ft. Sam
Houston, Tex. We were stationed at
Kelly Field, the largest aviation field
in the U, S. and about five miles from
Ft. Sam Houston, on the Tth. We
were quartered in tents, 10 men to &
tent, for several days, and then moved
into the barracks.
Yesterday I was summoned to head-
quarters of the lower fleld, where I
was interviewed by Capt. Scott, who
is to command a new supply gquadron
here. He said that he had picked me
out to be his office manager, and that
he wanted me for that position very
much, but that Capt. Edgerly had
asked for me first, and that he thought
that the opportunity with him would
be even better than with the supply
squadron, I then went to Capt, Edger-
ly, who said that he had a position in
view for himself and me and that it
was up to me to prove my ability be-
fore 1 would get the appointment. He
then told me that on Monday (to-
morrow) 1 would be transferred from
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seen no such dangerous flylng, but my
heart began to beat again when I
saw the machine right itself, the en-
gine begin to roar, and the plane
again start climbing, There are sev-
eral thousand men here, and the camp
is to be at least ten timea as large as
it is at present.

It has not rained
since T have been here, and do not
think it will for some time. The days
are terribly hot, but the nights are
cool, and often before morning I have
to wrap myself close in my blanket to
keep warm. At night a steady strong
wind blows continusally off the gulf,
and I think it is the cool of the nights
that enables anybody to stand the
heat of the day. At night the atmos-
phere is very clear, and the stars
shine with a brilliancy that I have
never before seen, nor expect to see

again after leav'iniI here. Hundreds,
often thousands, (that ia rated
a little—1400 is the highest I have

known to come in a day) arrive daily,
and almost daily squadrons entrain for
“somewhere ”
